EDITORIAL COMMENT 


Let's Have the Truth Criticism of Judges 


I 


N a letter to the newspaper editors of the coun- 


try, Upton Sinclair denounces as a fabrica- 


tion the report sent from Washington to the The 
Chicago Tribune by its correspondent Raymond 
Patterson to the effect that President Roose- 
velt had convinced himself of 'the falsity of the 
charges made against the beef trust by Mr. Sin- 
clair in his book and was preparing to condemn 
their author. Mr. Sinclair reiterates his charges 
and presents evidence indicating that they have 
basis in fact and that condemned and diseased 
meat is being sold to consumers knowingly and 
in evasion of the law by Chicago packers. 


Mr. Sinclair intimates that the advertisements 


of packers are designed to have the effect of 
muzzling the press of the country to the practice's 
of the packers in selling condemned meat. This 
may be true of certain Chicago newspapers that 
have appeared in the role of apologists and de- 
fenders of the beef trust, but it does not apply to 
the press of the country as a whole.' Quite nat- 
urally the press of the count rydotfs •nofchave the 
same interests in Mr. Sinclair's literary efforts 
that his publishers and the magazines that are ex- 
ploiting his articles have and caution suggests to 
editors that they discount the charges made by 
him, inasmuch as experience teaches them that 
in attacking evils and abuses men are led in their 
zeal to exaggerations that prove embarrassing 
when proof is required. 


The public interests, however, demand that 


Mr. Sinclair's charges be probed. As he jays: 
"One hundredth part of what I have charged 
ought, if it is true, to be enough to send the 
guilty man to the gallows. One hundredth part 
of what I have charged ought, if it is false, to be 
enough to send me to prison." If Chicago packers 
are selling to the public diseased meat knowing 
it to be diseased and in evasion of the law, they 
ought to be treated as public enemies and brand- 
ed with infamy. If they have been unjustly ac- 
cused the public should know it. Calling- Sin- 
clair a "muck raker" is not sufficient. Poisoning 
for profit is murder and charges of murder can 
not be^sneered down. 


IT is suspected, however, tliat the Senate's 


desire to debate the rate bill will undergo a decid- 
ed abating when the asphalt at Washington be- 
gins to boil.

URING the course of some remarks on the 


rate b7ll in the senate, Thursday, Mr. Till- 
.« 


man took occasion to indulge in sharp criticism 
of certain federal judges. 
Some of his col- , 


leagues were tremendously horrified. One or . 
two attempted to take the gentleman from South 
Carolina to task for his attitude. Tillman, how- 
ever, was well fortified with facts. He told tales 
and he named names. The result was a formid- 
able arraignment. 


And why should not judges be criticised? We 


do not believe in impugning the integrity of the 
courts unless their lack of integrity is clearly 
manifested . But certainly any citizen is entitled 
to the privilege of disagreeing with the judges. 
The essence of every lawsuit is a disagreement 
between individuals or corporation, or between 
individuals and corporations. Learned lawyers 
are employed by both sides. These lawyers ex- 
amine precedents and become thoroughly • con- - 
vincecl of the justness of their cause. At least 
they argue as if they were convinced. 


The trial court must decide in favor of one of 


the parties; it must inevitably be against one of 
them. The losing party almost invariably goes 
out of court feeling that an injustice has been 
done him. He disagrees utterly and entirely with 
the judge. His attorney who may have an,earn- 
ing power of $100,000 a year and who may be 
much more familiar with the law than the judge 
also disagrees with the court. Yet the court is 
.not necessarily venal. A judge is as much en- 
titled to his opinion of the law and the facts in a 
given case as either of the litigants or either of 
the attorneys for the litigants. 


The courts themselves very often disagree. 


The most important decision handed down by 
the 'supreme court of the United States in the 
last twenty-five years was the income tax decis- 
ion. - There are nine supreme court justices. Four 
of them believed the income tax law was con- 
stitutional;'five declared against it. 'One justice 
is said to have changed his mind over night. 
The" four criticised the five very sharply. How-, 
every'the opinion of the five is the law of the 
land: 


If we mistake not the celebrated insular cases 


bearing-on the question as to whether or not 
the'constitution follows the flag, were decided by 
a bare' majority of the supreme court. Again, 
we have the spectacle of a circuit court judge of 
the United States deciding a case one way and a 
judge "of equal jurisdiction, with almost precisely 
the dame state of facts and the same law before 
him, deciding another way. The severest critics 
of the courts are not the laymen, not the lawyers, 
not) the senators or the representatives, but the 
courts themselves.—S. L. Herald.
